Claims 1 1 -20, 41-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
independent claims 11,41, with the allowable features being; the conditional formula pertaining 
to the rate of change of a third order spherical aberration of the objective lens(claim 1 1); the 
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conditional formula pertaining to the distance between the light side optical lens per the focal 
length of the lens system (claim 41). Therefore claims 1 1-20, 41-56 are allowed.
